Washington. Sept. 24 iFi-—Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt was reported today 
to have given Ills congressional lieu­ 
tenants a free hand to compromise 
any portion of his neuarality law 
revision program except that calling 
for repeal of the arms embargo.

Common Rat May 


Spread Paralysis, 


Surgeon Discovers 


B v S TE P H E N J. McDONOL’GH 
Washington. Sept. 24 t.*P)—A dis­ 
covery that a common rat is sus­ 
ceptible to infantile paralysis and 
may be the “ reservoir" from which 
epidemics develop was reported to­ 
day by the United States Public 
Health Service. 
Dr. Thomas Parrtin, surgeon gen­ 
eral, said he considered the finding 
the 
most 
important 
contribution 
made thus far in the study and con­ 
quering of poliomyelitis which an­ 
nually cripples thousands. 
Dr. Charles Armstrong of the N a­ 
tional Institute of Health, who has 
done much 
research on infantile 
paralysis, found that 
the eastern 
cotton rat could contract the dis­ 
ease 
Until his experiments, an Indian 
monkey was the only animal, other 
than man. known to be susceptible 
to the poliomyelitis virus. 
W hile only further research can 


determine the responsibility of the 
rat for epidemics, officials express­ 
ed themselves as strongly suspicious 
that the rodent may be the “ reser­ 
voir” 
from 
which 
the 
disease 
spreads among humans 
In any event, the discovery that 
the rat can contract infantile par­ 
alysis Is of major importance in the 
study of the disease because the 
importation of monkeys from the 
far-east may be stopped by the 
European war. 
A monkey farm designed to fur­ 
nish the animals for experimental 
use is being developed in Puerto 
Rico but it may be several years be­ 
fore a sufficient supply is a i aiiabie

-•aid th a t we should get into it speedily, thus 
vetting the job over w ith sooner 
But th e factor 
earns to be overlooked here th a t if we go in 
m d exhaust ourselves along with th e others. 
we would not be in a strong and com m anding 
position when it is finally ended 
The idea of inevitableness, Gen 
Johnson 
■ays, is nothing more nor leas than war propa­ 
ganda. 
Another typo of such propaganda has the

IT IS ten years since the size of our paper 
currency was reduced, and the T reasury esti­ 
m ated that 10,775,173 of the old-fashioned large 
hill* were still in hiding 
Allowing for losses in 
fires and down drain pipes it is figured that 
millions still lie away In clocks, Bibles, sugar 
howls and other caches 
Curiously, the rush to buy .sugar has brought 
♦orth hundreds of the old bills In th e East. 
Times of uncertainty bring out the .squirrel in 
a .sizable p art of the public and often for no 
enslble reason as In the case of hoarding sugar 
of which there Is a surplus. 
The psychologists 
m ight call It an overdevelopment of the natural 
instinct of self-preservation 
The interesting thing here is an apparent 
conflict in the reasoning of the hoarder. 
He 
has tucked his old-fashioned bills away In trunks 
or fruit jars until an apparent crisis com es along 
th a t makes it seem th a t som ething m ore edible 
than paper m ight be a better hoard 
So he lays 
in a load of sugar, which Is no m ore useful to 
him at the m om ent than was his stock of 
blanJket-slze money.
